Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 27.-Special to 
The Courier-Journal: "James B. How- 
ard, of Clay county, tired the shot that 
killed William Goebel," said Henry E. 

aey, In his confession as to his 
part in and knowledge of the con- 
spiracy which terminated in the assas* 
,ion of the Democratic claimant to 
the governorship, on Tuesday morn- 
ing, January 30, 1900. 
The convicted man now says that he 
as made a clean breast of the details 
of the plot and has told everything he 
knows "fully and frankly." He said 
that the shot was firei from the front 
window in the private office of Secre- 
tiry of Stale Caleb Powers acid that he 
and Jim Howard were tbeonly persons 
iuside of the room. 

He named William S. Taylor, Charles 
Finley, Caleb Powers, John L. Powers, 
William H. Cultou, Wharton Goldeu 
and William J. Davidson as conspira- 
tors with him and said that while oth- 
ers were active and had a guilty knowl- 
edge, the crime was to be committed, 
these men advised Goebel's death by 
shooting and aided and abetted in pro- 
curing bis death. ' 
Youtsey's confession as to the work- 
g out of the plot immediately prior 
to the shooting reveals the calculating 
and cold-blooded way in which he said 
Goebel's death was planned. 

On January 27 after "Tallow Dick" 
Combs and Mas in Hockersmith, the 
sefrwa, notified Youteey that they 
were not willing to do the killing, Tay 
dictated a letter to Howard. The 
letter was written by Youtsey on the 
typewriter and contained instructions

AN OLD REB. 
It was our pleasure to spend a 
day last week in the thrifty little 
city of Corbin, Ky., and while 
there was introduced to Mr, W. L. 
Heath, of that city. Mr. Heath 
is one of Corbin's best citizens and 
has been identified with the inter- 
est of that town for several years. 
He is now CI yean of age and an 
active merchant and hotel man. 
He is a man of good physique and 
does not show any disabilities by 
reason of his long compaign in the 
interest of the Confederacy which 
he now takes pleasure in rela 
to his friendB. There have been 
many stories circulated concerning 
the capture of President Jeff Da- 
vis ; some say that he was taken 
with three hundred others, some 
have asserted that he was captnr- 
ed iu a woman's garb, but Mr. 
Heath lays bare these erroneous 
stories, by giving a minute detail 
of the capture, as he was one of 
the President's body guards. 
Heath joined Company B. 
Kentucky Infantry, C, S. A. and 
was with it in all of its hardest 
gagemeuts. His recital of the 
many narrow escapes, desperate 
battles and captures is highly 
teresting and shows him to have 
been a true soldier, brave and fear- 
less, and a man of fixed principles, 
uulliuching, unyielding. He was 
captured five tim^B but outwitted 
his captors three of those times 
and joined his command. Once he 
was placed iu Camp Douglas and 
on another oooassion his captors 
lauded him in Camp Chase. Hif 
stay in prison was of short dura 
tion, only a few months, when he 
was exchanged. After his parole 
in Camp Chase he went South, and 
joined his command in North Caro- 
lina, they having been mounted at 
that time. A part of the command 
was detailed as an escort for Pres- 
ident Davis aud Cabinet aud Mr. 
Heath was one of the escorts. This 
detachment continued with Mr. 
Davis and Cabinet until Wasning- 
tou, Georgia, had been reached at 
which place forty select men were 
picked from the detachment and 
'jut of the forty thus selected ten 
were chosen as the escort to con- 
tinue the journey. Omitting the 
details of a brief period of the 
journey, it was only three or four 
days until President Davis was 
captured with only six of the ea- 
corta with him at that time. Mr. 
Hoath was one of the six bat by 
shrewdness ha outwitted his 
cs.ptors and made his escape while 
being conducted to the prison sta- 
tion in North Georgia. Substan- 
ti illy the above story of the capt- 
was published in the Courier- 
Jonrua) in June 1900, as related 
y Sargent Baker, who had com- 
mud of the escorts at that time.
